SYNOPSIS 


On November 30, 2014, at 0100 hours, Carson Sheriff's Station Deputy Enrique 
Cano was assigned to work the PM shift (Unit 168A1, a single person car). He 
was near the end of his shift when he parked alongside Deputy Viera (Unit 
167T1) as he began to write his reports. As they were parked, a call for service 
iced over the radio. The dispatcher voiced for Carson units to respond to 
a Avenue, Carson for a 918 (insane person) / 417 (person with a 
knife).

jjioups and Bradshaw were the handling unit (Unit 169, a two person 
and began coordinating the call. They were close to the location 


when the call went out. They asked, via radio, for units to 927C (check the area) 
the parking lot and which responding units had e oma munitions. Three units 


arrived before they did. The units that Viera (Unit 167T1), 
Deputy Cano (Unit 168A1), and Deput nat 
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As the arriving units drove onto Marbella Avenue, they began looking toward the 
i tarea. Deputy Viera was the first car, followed by Deputies Cano, and 
Deputy Viera saw Suspect Escobedo near the west curb-line of 
Marbella Avenue. Suspect Escobedo saw the patrol cars and ran south. Deputy 
Viera ee Wi ores was going to run toward Lincoln Avenue (first 
street [ofl arbella Avenue). Deputy Viera drove past the location to 
occupy a containment spot. 


Deputy Cano told IAB investigators he saw Suspect Escobedo run south on 
Marbella Avenue. Deputy Cano, momentarily, lost sight of Suspect Escobedo. 
When ined his visual, he saw Suspect Escobedo run directly to the front 
door oc. Avenue. Suspect Escobedo was banging and kicking the 
front door, trying to gain access to the location. Deputy Cano did not know if the 
location was Suspect Escobedo's residence (see pages 12 and 13 of Deputy 
Cano’s IAB transcript). 


Deputy Cano parked his patrol car, turned on his spot light, and shined it toward 
the porch area. He exited the patrol car and stood near the driver's door. He 
was approximately 40 feet from Suspect Escobedo. Deputy Cano saw Suspect 
Escobedo holding the knife in his left hand, so he began to give Suspect 
Escobedo commands to drop the knife and get on the ground. Deputy Cano 
believed Suspect Escobedo was going to enter the house and kill someone (see 
page 15 of Deputy Cano’s IAB transcript) 


Suspect Escobedo began yelling at Deputy Cano, “Fuck you, l'm going to kill 
you!” He repeated it several times. Deputy Cano was moving the patrol car's 
spotlight to keep Suspect Escobedo illuminated. Suspect Escobedo ran off the 
porch at full speed, directly toward Deputy Cano's patrol car, then changed 
direction toward the sidewalk. Suspect Escobedo changed direction once again 
and ran directly toward Deputy Cano, who placed the vehicle between himself 
and Suspect Escobedo. At this time, Suspect Escobedo ran from the front 
passenger's side, around the hood area, and toward the driver's side, where 
Deputy Cano was standing (see page 18 of Deputy Cano’s IAB transcript). 


Deputy Cano was aware of his backdrop and did not want to fire his weapon in 
the direction of where he last saw Deputy Viera, for fear of striking him. Deputy 
Cano told IAB investigators he believed Suspect Escobedo was tracking his 
voice to locate him. Suspect Escobedo was unable to see Deputy Cano due to 
the spotlight. The spotlight was shining directly into Suspect Escobedo’s face. 
However, as Deputy Cano gave him commands as he advanced, he changed 
directions (see page 20 of Deputy Cano’s IAB transcript). 


Deputy Cano recalled Suspect Escobedo being four feet away from him as he 
carried his knife in an upward stabbing position. Deputy Cano moved his 
location and knew his backdrop was clear, so he fired four rounds (he initially 
thought he fired two, but later learned he fired four). Deputy Cano knew he had 
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struck Suspect Escobedo with his gunfire. Deputy Cano thought Suspect 
Escobedo was going to fall. Suspect Escobedo stopped his advancement and 
turned left. He walked really fast to the sidewalk and then, north as Deputy Cano 
paralleled him (see page 22 of Deputy Cano’s IAB transcript). Deputy Cano did 
not fire any additional rounds in belief he had stopped Suspect Escobedo’s 
attack. 


Suspect Escobedo fell onto the street still holding the knife until deputy personnel 
removed it from his hand. Deputy Cano broadcasted over his hand held radio 
that he was involved in a shooting. He requested medical assistance for Suspect 
Escobedo, as deputies began giving him CPR. Deputy Cano began setting up 
the crime scene area, ensuring patrol vehicles were not impeding Los Angeles 
County Fire Department's response to Suspect Escobedo. 


Deputy Viera told IAB investigators he was south of the location and lost visual of 
Suspect Escobedo. He exited his patrol car and saw Deputy Cano stop and park 
his patrol car. Deputy Viera heard Deputy Cano yelling commands to get on the 
ground and believed he was yelling at Suspect Escobedo (see page 8 of Deputy 
Viera’s IAB transcript). He heard the gunfire but was unsure who was firing. He 
saw Suspect Escobedo approximately eight feet from Deputy Cano after the 
shots were fired. Deputy Viera was trying to reassess what had just occurred 
(see page 11 of Deputy Viera’s IAB transcript). Deputy Viera ran toward Deputy 
Cano and also paralleled Suspect Escobedo until he fell onto the street. 


Der u B IAB investigators he to Marbella Avenue and saw 
Suspect Escobedo at the front yard area a Avenue. He saw 
Deputy Cano park in a southeasterly direction in front of thi d illuminate 
Suspect Escobedo with his patrol car spotlight. As 30 lll coming 
to a stop and putting his patrol car into park saw Suspect Escobedo run 
toward Deputy Cano’s patrol car. WO Ae Suspect Escobedo 
was going to run past Deputy Cano and continue eastbound on Lincoln Avenue. 


Suspect Escobedo was running full speed carrying the knife, “Blade facing up.” 
Deputy elled out commands, as did others, to drop the knife. Suspect 


Escobedo ran past the front of the patrol car and made a U-turn. He ran directly 


at Deputy Cano. When Suspect Escobedo turned, he had the k was 
approximately 5 feet from Deputy Cano (see page 12 of Deputy AB 


transcript). 


Deputy <a four shots, but did not know who fired. He saw Suspect 
Escobedo jog away from Deputy Cano and back to the sidewalk. Suspect 


Escobedo continued to jog northbound on the sidewalk, still carrying the knife 
(see page 15 of Deputy AB transcript). 


Deputy Bradshaw told IAB investigators when he and Deputy Billoups (Unit 169) 


arrived, he saw Suspect Escobedo running from the house to a patrol car parked 
in the street (see page 10 of Deputy Bradshaw's IAB transcript). When Deputy 
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Bradshaw's car was coming to a stop, he heard four gunshots. He exited and 
saw that Suspect Escobedo was now running away from the patrol car and north 
on Marbella. Deputy Bradshaw did not know who fired at the time and his state 
of mind quickly changed. He was unaware if a deputy was down, and he was 
assessing the entire situation (see page 13 of Deputy Bradshaw's IAB transcript) 


Deputy Bradshaw saw Suspect Escobedo holding a “large steak knife.” Suspect 
Escobedo was running in Deputy Bradshaw's direction. He was prepared to fire 


his weapon. Deputy, w said i have a clear back dr cause 
Suspect Escobedo’ Witnes and f witness were 
standing directly behind Suspect Escobedo.

Deputy Bradshaw yelled commands at Suspect Escobedo “to drop the knife.” 
Suspect Escobedo collapsed and deputies approached him. Deputy Bradshaw 
was going to handcuff him, however, when realizing Suspect Escobedo was “in 
bad shape,” he began CPR on him (see page 18 of Deputy Bradshaw's IAB 
transcript). 


Deputy Billoups told IAB investigators he and Deputy Bradshaw (Unit 169) had 
the handle on the call. They coordinated assisting units and confirmed deputies 
had less-lethal munitions. When they arrived, he was telling Deputy Bradshaw to 
retrieve the stun-bag from the trunk. When he put their radio car into park, he 
saw Suspect Escobedo run from the sidewalk toward a patrol car. Then, he 
heard four gunshots and saw the Suspect run away from the patrol car and back 
to the sidewalk (see page 6 of Deputy Billoups’ IAB transcript). 


Deputy Billoups was unaware who fired the weapon. He and Deputy Bradshaw 
took cover behind their patrol cars. He saw Suspect Escobedo holding a “shiny 
object.” Deputy Billoups believed it to be a gun at first, then he saw it was a 
knife (see page 11 of Deputy Billoups’ IAB transcript). Suspect Escobedo 
“zigzagged” in the street and began running toward Deputy Billoups. Deputy 


Billoups rais, earm preparing to fire and noticed two females (Witnesses 
AA in the crossfire. 
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‘scobedo fell onto the street and they approached him. Deputy 
icked the knife out of Suspect Escobedo’s hand. Deputy Bradshaw 
searched Suspect Escobedo. Deputies Billoups and Bradshaw observed 


Suspect Escobedo’s injuries and vital signs, then immediately began CPR based 
on their assessments (see page 13 of Deputy Billoups’ IAB transcript).
